POPE'S BODY T O REST 
W I T H I N THREECASKETS 
IN ST. PETER'S BASILICA 


ROME, Aug. 2ft.—The body of Pope Pius will be enclosed in three 
caskets, the first of cypress wood, the second of lead, and a third 
of wood, which will be decorated with a cross, the coat of arm s of 
the pope and other pontifical em blem s. 


Before being placed in the first* casket, 
the 
body wrill 
be 
w rapped in a coverlet of fine m aterial and a white veil placed over 
the face. 
In the coffin will be placed a purse containing m edals of 
gold. silver and bronze equal In num ber to the years of the dead 
pontiff, and also an iron cylinder containing a brief history of the 
life of the pope 
This coffin w ill he sealed with the sym bols of the 
papal household, of the apostolic chapter of the \ atle an, of the car­ 
dinal archpriest and the cardinal cam erlengo. 


The hodv will be tem porarily interred in a tom b for that pur­ 
pose in St. P eter’s. 
Later it will he 
transferred 
to a perm anent 
tomb in St. P eter’s. 
His holiness expressed the desire before his 
death that he he buried in that basilica, where the rem ains of over 
forty of his predecessors now rest.

up their victory invaded the Prus­ 
sian frontier line, taking eight can­ 
non and a couple of field guns. On 
August 17, the Austrian infantry at­ 
tacked K rassinik. but were defeated, 
the R ussians capturing two com pan­ 
ies of infantry with their officers.

THE SECOND CHOICE— 
WHY AND HOW TO VOTE IT 


A few years ago all party n o m in a ­ 
tions for office in this sta te were 
made by party conventions. Delegates 
were chosen a t caucuses, or m eetings 
of the voters belonging to a political 
party, and these delegates m et at the 
court house or the state capitol to se­ 
lect candidates for the county o r 
state ticket of th eir party. 
Each delegate had a vote and in 
nominating a candidate, for sheriff, 
for example, would cast his vote for 
his choice for 
th a t office. 
If his 
first choice could not w in, and th ere 
were several candidates, he w’ould 
r»st a later ballot for his second 
choice and try to have him n o m in a t­ 
ed. 


Now, in Wisconsin, as in most o th ­ 
er states, nom inations are m ad e at 
a primary 
(or 
first) election at 
which every voter h a s a chance to 
help select the candidates of his p a r­ 
ty instead of leaving th e choosing 
of candidates to delegates who may 
or may not see things as he does. 
But. while delegates in convention 
May remain in session for an entire 
day or for several days, and tak e re­ 
peated ballots, and any delegate may 
thus vote for his second choice for 
any office if he sees th a t his first 
choice cannot win, 
th e Individual 
voter at a prim ary can cast but one 
hallnt, for the polls a re open all day 
*nd the ballots are not counted until 
night. 


Accordingly, if th ere are th re e or 
more candidates for any nom ination, 
the votes may be nearly equally dl- 
vMed and a nom ination be won by a

The international aspect of the sa­ 
cred college is also emphasized by 
the fact th a t many of the Italian c a r ­ 
dinals are men of the widest cosmo­ 
politan culture and may be regarded 
as Italian in birth only. 
They have 
been in the service of the church in 
many other nations. Fourteen new’ 
cardinals were created by Pope Pius 
at the consistory held this spring, 
and it is a notable fact th a t he chose 
men who rose as he rose in the 
church, from a parish priest, and 
without regard of noble blood. 
Cardinals Walled In 
The method of election of the pope 
is provided for in rigid regulations 
centuries old. On the m orning of the 
tenth day after the death, the m e m ­ 
bers of 
the sacred college begin the 
actual work of the conclave. 
The 
election takes place within the vati­ 
can chapel a p a rtm e n ts in which the 
cardinals are walled up from prac­ 
tically all comm unication with the 
outside world. 
This custom of incarcerating the 
oardinals during the election of a 
pope dates from 1271, when for sev­ 
eral m onths the holy see rem ained 
vacant. In the emergency the idea of 
getting all of the cardinals into a 
palazzo and then walling 
up 
the 
doors, was hit upon. The m em bers 
of the sacred college were informed 
they would not be released 
until 
they had elected a new’ pope. Gregory 
X was finally chosen.

of walling up the cardinals during 
the conclave has rem ained in vogue.

O bserve Ancient C erem onies 
W ith the death of the pontiff there 
began a t once th e elaborate funeral 
ceremonies. 
These ceremonies con­ 
tinue for a period of nine days. They . 
are the most solemn, 
most impres­ 
sive and most picturesque obsequies 
in the Christian world. On the tenth 
day, the body of the late pope being 
interred, the cardinals of the sacred 
college en ter the conclave. Here they 
are sealed up until a new’ pope 
is 
elected. 
The body of the pope will remain 
in charge of the “ penitenzieri” un­ 
til removed to St. Peter's. 
Wheh 
the physicians pronounced the pon­ 
tiff dead, the Noble guard was im­ 
mediately sum m oned 
and took sta­ 
tions about the deathbed, and 
the 
death chamber. 
The “ penitenzieri’’ 
began the reciting of Psalm s and the 
funeral offices of the dead. 
This 
was kept up until the arrival of Car­ 
dinal Della Volpe. 
Pronounces Pope Dead 
D ressed in the violet surplice and 
cape of his office the cardinal cam­ 
erlengo entered the death chamber. 
He dropped for a m om ent to

knees while he offered up a silent 
prayer. 
Then he approached 
the 
deathbed. 
Drawing back the 
veil 
which covered the face and head of 
the pontiff the cardinal struck three 
times upon the 
forehead with the 
silver mallet of his office. After each 
blow he called the baptismal name 
of the pope, “ Giuseppe Sarto.”

ceiving no response he then turned 
to the others in the room, and in the 
prescribed m an n e r announced: “ The 
pope is truly d ead.”

followed 
the transfer of 
authority to 
Cardinal Della Volpe. 
He became at once the fully empow­ 
ered head of the church. 
V iscera Under Altar 
Under the regulations for the fun­ 
eral ceremonies, the body of Pope 
Pius will rem ain 
in 
the 
vatican 
twenty-four hours. 
At the end of 
th a t time the pontifical surgeons will 
remove the viscera. 
This will be en­ 
closed in a te r r a cotta urn and giv­ 
en final in te rm e n t in the crypt of St. 
P e te r’s, under the high altar and 
close to the place where repose tne 
rem ains of St. Peter himself. 
The b o d y will then be e m b a lm e d 
and be tu rn e d over to the ‘ peniten­ 
zieri.” 
Before the body is finally exposed 
to view before the public, it will be 
attired in all the pontifical robes and 
emblems of office, including gloves, 
ring and m itre of gold.
